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AMERICAN BALLOTS IN FOREIGN LANGUAGES 
In 27 states ballots must be printed for this fall’s elections 
m languages other than English. 
In 464 counties, where there is an appreciable number of 
adopted Americans who can't read English, ballots must be 
printed in their language as well as ours. 
HOW ABOUT THAT! 
The U S Department of Justice has messaged local of­ 
ficials in 27 states that, under the 1965 Voting Rights Act, all 
voters have a right to know what they ’re voting for or 
against. 
So those that can't speak our language must have special 
ballots in their language — Spanish, Chinese, Japanese, 
various Indian tongues and dialects. 
I think it is obscene to allow people to participate in run­ 
ning our country when they haven’t even bothered to learn 
the language of our country ! 
The melting pot is supposed to “melt.” Instead, it has 
become a “pressure” cooker. 
ALL OF US AMERICANS are mostly something else. It 
was presumed that the immigrants who came to our new 
land would bring with them some of the culture, crafts and 
mores of the Old World. 
But let me q uote what Tom Jefferson had to say on the sub­ 
ject: 
“In the further importation of foreigners, it is for the hap­ 
piness of those united in society to harmonize as much as 
possible in matters which they must of necessity transact 
together 
“ If they bring with them the principles and language of the 
government they leave, and transmit these to their children, 
in proportion to their numbers they will share with us in 
legislation, infuse into it their spirit, warp and bias its direc­ 
tion and render it a heterogeneous, incoherent, distracted 
mass 
“Suppose 20 millions of republican Americans were 
thrown all of a sudden into France; what would be the condi­ 
tion of that Kingdom0 It would be more turbulent, less hap­ 
py , less strong 
“We may believe that the addition of foreigners here, 
demanding the rights of citizenship without conforming to 
our way s, would have a similarly disastrous effect.” 
IF I MAY PRESUME to paraphrase the eloq uent Mr. 
Jefferson: When in Rome, do as the Romans do. 
When y ou come to the United States, became it is what it 
is, y ou don’t try to change it into so mething which it is no t. 
And y ou don't stubbornly stick to y our Old World language. 
That’s like keeping y our first wife’s picture on y our second 
wife’s dressing table! 
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Watch in the Sinai 
So me fo lks are uptight because of the arrangement 
fo r the U. S. to supply a co uple o f hundred v o lunteer 
technicians to take their stand in the Sinai, between 
Israeli and Egy ptian armies. We do n’t share their 
pessimism. 
WE ARE MORE CONCERNED, surely , with the 
4 0.000 so ldiers we hav e in So uth Ko rea. If the No rth 
Ko reans sho uld march, o ur bo y s wo uld be up there 
fighting them at the bo rder and we wo uld again hav e 
huge lo sses. 
Because bo th Israel and Egy pt asked fo r U. S. 
o bserv ers, it is reaso nable to believ e bo th will ho no r 
the line. In the meantime, sho o ting will hav e sto pped, 
liv es will be sav ed, the wo rld can breathe easier and 
gaso line prices will pro bably decline, the ex perts say ! 
When Co ngress reco nv enes a few day s fro m no w it 
must decide o n whether the 200 men can be statio ned 
in the Sinai. We ex pect the decisio n to be in the affir­ 
mativ e.

One American bo y was hit o n the head 
with a purse by a Russian grandmo ther 
who tho ught he was misbehav ing. Other 
bo y s with lo ng hair were disappro v ingly 
called “ girls” by passing So v iet critics. 
And o ne black American girl wasstared at a 
lo t and repeatedly a*ed if she w a sure she 
came fro m America and no t Africa. 
But still the 14 Emerso n Junio r High 
students fro m Lo s Angeles hav e been 
enjo y ing themselv es o n their three-week 
v isit to the So v iet Unio n. So far they hav e 
seen Yalta, Mo sco w, Kiev , and Vilnius, and 
they will spend a few day s in Leningrad 
befo re heading bo rne. 
The So v iet Sputnik o rganizatio n that 
handles fo reign student v isits here said 
“ sev eral” American high scho o l to urs do 
co me ev ery y ear. Ex act figures were no t 
av ailable. Gro ups must hav e at least 15 
students, ^he trav el rates they get are far 
cheaper than Into urist’s mandato ry charge 


fo r adults. The Lo s Angeles teen-agers paid 
abo ut $1,500 each fo r all plane, ho tel, and 
fo o d co sts, including their adult leader’s 
ex penses, in the So v iet Unio n, Lo ndo n, and 
Amsterdam. 
Amo ng the thiqgs the teen-agers liked 
were Russian ice cream, the ho no r sy stem 
o n Mo sco w buses, Gum department sto re 
(“ like a self-co ntained wo rld” ), 
end Mos­ 
cow subway statio ns, which are f i l l 
differ­ 
ent and elabo rately deco rated “ like a hank 
o r so mething.” 
They also go t a kick o ut o f tho siro etside 
carbo nated water v ending machines with a 
co mmunal glass that is slo shed o ut be­ 
tween custo mers. And relativ ely speaking, 
they liked the fo o d, which was no t so awful 
as they ex pected and was definitely better 
than Lo ndo n. 
Brad Brahms fo und the peo ple nicer than 
he ex pected. And Richard Schwartz fo und 
life mo re no rmal than he ex pected. “ I 
tho ught it wo uld be mo re clo sed o ut, that 


peo ple canno t do this o r that,” he said in a 
bull sessio n at a ho tel ro o m strewn with o ld 
so cks, paperbacks, and empty glasses. “ I 
tho ught it wo uld be mo re like they co uldn’t 
say any thing, and they ’d be walking 
aro und do ing no thing.” 
Amo ng the things the nine bo y s and fiv e 
girls fo und disappo inting were Mo sco w 
itself, the circus, and the co nstant adula­ 
tio n o f Lenin. “ I didn’t like Mo eco w,” 
co mmented Debbie Scidmo re. “ When we 
were driv en fro m the airpo rt do wn to 
Mo sco w, all the trees were planted in a 
ro w. I didn’t dig that at all. It was to o 
fo rmal, to o o rganized. It didn’t ev en seem 
peo ple co uld liv e -there. It didn’t seem 
made fo r peo ple. . .. The o nly thing I liked 
in Mo sco w was lo o king at St Basil’s 
Church.” 
The Americans also fo und it strange that 
mo st o f the Russians they met o n the to ur 
were o lder than they were. 
“ I do n’t kno w where they keep their 
teen-agers! ” ex claimed o ne 1 4 -y ear-o ld. 
When they did meet So v iet y o ung peo ple, 
they fo und co nv ersatio n a little stilted — 
partly because o f the language barrier o f 
their first-y ear Russian — but also partly 
because the Russians didn’t kno w ho w to 
ask questio ns, they said. 


“ It was really weird,” said Julia Chang. 
“ When we met any o ne, we’d ask what they 
do o n their free time, and they ’d lo o k blank 
— like what’s free time? ” 
The Americans also co uld no t imagine 
ho w Russians co uld liv e with just po litical 
mo v ies and no ro ck and ro ll reco rds ex cept 
fiv e-y ear-o ld American o nes. No r co uld 
they figure o ut what teen-agers do in the 
ev enings when ev ery thing clo ses so early , 
o r ho w they surv iv e the co nstant rebukes o f 
their elders fo r such things as wearing 
sho rts, ty ing their jackets aro und their 
waists, o r putting their feet up o n the seats 
in fro nt o f them at mo v ie theaters. 
Mr. Ro thman say s 1 4 -y ear-o lds are just 
the right age to take to the So v iet Unio n. 
They ’re o ld eno ugh to enjo y the trip — and 
in this y ear’s gro up no o ne ev en go t 
ho mesick. But o n the o ther hand, they do 
no t think they are gro wn up and get into 
tro uble with the black market and Russian 
ro mances. 
The Emerso n Junio r High Scho o l stu­ 
dents say they wo uld reco mmend this trip 
to o ther teen-agers. They are glad they 
came And they are glad they are go ing 
back to America. “ Yo u do n’t appreciate 
any thing at ho me till y o u co me here,” 
co mmented o ne. “ I’m glad I was bo rn an 
American! ” ex claimed ano ther.

WASHINGTON - Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger’s latest 
foray into the Middle East was a 
faultless performance.

hand, and District Judge Oscar 
Carrillo and his friends on the 
other, there would have been no 
impeachment. 
Probably , there would have 
been no investigation at all, had 
not the break produced the 
witnesses willing to say that 
one was bad and the other was 
good. 
In fact, there were witnesses 
on both sides, and as a result, ( 
both Archer Parr and O. P. 
Carrillo faced Federal changes. 
Parr’s has led to a prison term, 
still to be appealed to the U. S. 
Supreme Court. George Parr 
shot himself when that court 
was the only resort left to him. 
Carrillo’s trial begins Monday 
on income tax charges. 
How is it that such a tiny 
county in the brush country has 
so much importance? 
In the first place, it is so 
small that its huge voting mar- 
jorities on a county wide basis 
are noticeable. 
In many cities, it is not un­ 
usual to see election returns 
from a black or silk-stocking 
precinct in the same percen­ 
tage figures as the “chosen” 
and the “ unchosen” get in 
Duv al County . But they 
neutralize each other, and in 
the county totals, there is not 
that great disparity . 
Within the county there is 
sometimes concern about “bloc 
voting,’’ and it gets no attention 
elsewhere. 
But the Duval County final 
returns stand out in the 
columns when thev report 3.400 
to 94 or 3,621 to 90 in all the 
statewide races. 
Before the Parr-Carrillo 
split, this county with close to 
the greatest poverty in Tex as 
had alway s voted together. 
Republicans despaired, in­ 
vestigated. called for recounts 
and viewed with alarm And 
when they were in power 
nationally , their U S. district 
attorney s have often managed 
to investigate and sometimes 
convict, but not on vote fraud. 
It recalls the remark by the 
late Wick Fowler, who was a 
reporter sent to Duval County 
to observe an election day : 
“With the FBI, the Tex as 
Rangers and me all watching 
them like hawks, those il­ 
literate Mex icans stuffed those 
ballot box es again.” 
It was a clear case of majori­ 
ty rule — big majorities Folks 
who voted had faith in the 
“ticket” given them by the 
Parrs and the Carrillos and 
others they trusted, and they 
voted that way . or assented 
when they were helped to vote 
that way . 
Outside efforts failed again 
and again to break up that near- 
unanimity In 1972, Duval gave 
4,017 votes to Way ne Connally 
for lieutenant governor 
Bill 
Hobby , his closest opponent, 
got 160 against the brother of 
John Connally , the former 
g ov er no r and t r e a s ur y 
secretary

hon of Lenin. “I didn’t like Moscow,” 
commented Debbie Scidmore. “When we 
were driven from the airport down to 
Moscow, all the trees were planted in a 
row. I didn t dig that at all. It was too 
formal, too organized. It didn’t even seem

The Americans also found it strange that

Nor could 
they figure out what teen agers do in the 
evenings when everything closes so early, 
or how they survive the constant rebukes of 
their elders for such things as wearing 
shorts, tying their jackets around their 
waists, or putting their feet up on the seats 
in front of them at movie theaters.
